FATAL FALL FROM 
WINDOW 


VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL 
DEATH 


“When he heard a knock at the front 


door, my husband had a habit of leaniny 
out from the < eonng windows to see who 


was below,” Mrs. O'Reilly at an inquest 
yesterday on her 
husband, Patrick O'Reilly, a publican, aged 
about 40, of Francis street, Dublin, who fel! 
about thirty feet from a window at his home 
early on Saturday morning, and died shortly 
afterwards. 

Mrs. O'Reilly said that she had been 
married in March of this year, and since that 
time her husband had been in normal health. 
On Saturday morning last he was about to 
shave when she left the room, and as she 
went down the stairs she heard the front 
door bell. Just as she reached the door she 
heard excited cries outside, and on looking 
out she saw her husband lying on the pave- 
ment. The window had been wide open when 
she left the room. 

Three acquaintances who had known the 
dead man for many years also told of his 
habit of looking out of the window before 
the door. As a publican he was 
called down often during prohibited hours, 


and he had found it advisable to know who 


wanted admission before he came down from 
his sittingroom to open the door. 

Sergeant Dawson, who examined the room 
after the accident, said that the window 


was only one foot nine inches from the floor. 
and it would be very easy for a man to fail 
out if he overbalanced. 


‘Dr. Lynch said that he had treated O Reillv

Railway Air Services, the organisation 
which combines Imperial Airways and the 
four great British railway groups in the ex- 
ploitation of internal air routes, plans an 
increase this sunjmer of more than 50 per 
cent. over the route mileage operated last 
year. Services to the more popular holiday 
resorts will be greatly increased in frequency. 

New .routes will be opened. Three will 
serve holiday traffic between the Isle of Man 
and Scotland and the North of England. Two 
will link Bristol and Cardiff across the Bristol 
Channel with Weston-super-Mare. Another 
will link Cardiff, Weston-super-Mare, 
Southampton and the Isle of Wight, On 
some routes there will be as many as six 
services daily im each direction. In the 
South services between the London area and 
the Isle of Wight will use the new aerodrome 
at Gatwick, which is linked directly by 
electrie train with the London railway ter- 
minus at Victoria. 

Working augmented services demands that 
the operating tleet be doubled in number and 
capacity. ‘About sixteen aeroplanes will be 
employed, including four De Havilland four- 
engined biplanes. Two of these will be of 
the new D.H. 86a model, introduced this 
year, and equipped with special Gipsy-Six 
engines and controllable-pitch  airscrews. 
These aircraft cruise at 155 to 160 miles an 
hour, and big reductions in  time-table 
schedules will be possible on the longer 
routes over which the company’s aircraft fly. 
The remainder of the fleet wili consist m 
Dragon-Rapide twin-engined biplanes and the 
slightly smaller and less speedy,Dragons. 

In all, the fleet will tly this year more than 
2 million miles compared with 600,000 miles 
last year. 


ECONOMICAL 
ESCALATORS 


———— 
WORKED AUTOMATICALLY 
BY PASSENGERS 


Passengers on the Moscow Metro, coming 
up from the Okhotni Riad Station the other 
day, were surprised at the strange behaviour 
of the escalator. It was motionless when not 
in use, but as soon as someone stepped on it 
the escalator began to move. This was 
achieved by a new automatic device designed 
and built by the Electro-Technical Laboratory 
of the All-Union Industrial Academy, which is 
being tried out at this station. 

The device consists of two urns standing 
on either side of the escalator. | One of these 
contains a small projector, casting a beam of 
light on the other, the second a photographic 
element connected with an apparatus m the 
switch room. As a passenger walking towards 
the escalator crosses the. beam of light, the 
current is switched off and diverted to the 
apparatus which switches on the motor, 
setting the escalator in Motion. The escalator 
is timed to run for 32 seconds and then stops 


automatically unless another passenger has 
happened to step on it in the meantime, . 
Outside the rush hours, the new device is 


expected to effect great economies in the run- 
ning of the escalator, as it is only in use 
when actually required.

and the deeper interest that people every- 
where manifest in the Olympics as a world’s 
championship contest. : 

Berlin expects 200,000 visitors, most of 
whom will be housed in private quarters. 
An official lodging and housing ES has 
surveyed and registered all possibilities of 
accommodation, and prices have been fixed 
by the Berlin officials to avoid profiteering. 
Arrangements have been made so that guests 
of the same nationality can live together ‘in 
so-called Olympic Colonies, which will com- 
prise certain residential sections in the 
western part of Berlin. A number of infor- 
mation bureaus will be opened in the most 
important railroad stations and traffic centres 
of the city. 


OLYMPIC VILLAGE

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HE coming summer will be one oí the 

T most active in the history of Canadian 

mining—and since the Dominion is ove 

of the leading mineral producing countries, 

the effect of that activity will be felt through- 
out the world. 

Armies of: workers and engineers will fol- 
low in the wake of a thousand men who lasi 
year prospected huge areas for gold and 
other minerals, but who, being servants of 
the Government, will not receive the wealth 
to which they have pointed the way  Ia- 
stead, they have simply handed over to pro- 
spectors a mass of information such as has 
never been made available before. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT 


A statement issued. by the Hon. T.. A. 
Crerar, the Minister of Mines, points out that 
already fifteen prelimimary reports, each 
accompanied by a map “of the area con- 
cerned, have been prepared, whilst others are 
being rapidly completed. 

Last year's geological field programme, zs 
it was called, marked the most ambitious 
effort by the Dominion Department of Mines 
toward assisting the mineral industry. The 
work involved geological surveys and investi- 
gations throughout all the provinces and 
territories in which economic minerals are 
found. Some 190 field parties, comprising a 
force of nearly 1,000 men, were in the field, 
and fifty-three geological’ and twelve topo- 
graphical projects were undertaken, and the 
great wealth of information thus gained will 
be a powerful factor in mineral development 
for inany years to come. 


FAVOURABLE AREAS 


Four areas in Quebec, three in British 
Columbia, two in Ontario, two in Saskatche- 


wan, and “one each in Alberta, 
Manitoba, Yukon and the North-West 
Territories, form the text matter of the 


reports so far published. Many thousands of 
square miles of favourable prospecting ground, 
much of which has bacsived little or no atten- 
tion, have been dealt with, and knowledge 
gained of areas now being actively prospected 
and developed. 


A large, readily accessible area in Yukon 


is defined in one of. the recent reports as 
practically virgin prospecting territory, Be- 
yond a limited amount of gold prospecting, 
the area has apparently been Sine neg- 
lected. Approximately one-third of the 10,000 
square bs, sá of territory examined in what 
is known as the Yellowknife River region, 
North-West Territories, is reported as being 
excellent prospecting ground for: precious 
metals. 


IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


In British Columbia, one report directs at- 
tention to the possibility, of commercial quan- 
tities of gold in areas where, although ‘lakes 
capital will be required to test the deposit, 
the chances of success are regarded as 
sufficient to warrant the = aaa 

The Alberta report reveals the presence of 
a new prospective oi] area. 

The Manitoba report speaks of favourable 
rock types, one of the two Ontario reports 
identifies the occurrence of copper and nickel. 
while the presence of platinum was detected 
over a distance of twenty-four miles. 

More than 10,000 square miles of promising 
country were ‘mapped in Northern Quebec, 
and the results of much of this work are 
contained in the four reports that have been

VALUE OF BRAILLE 
NOTATION

A valuable use to whieh Braille has been 
adapted—one which is little known to the 
eneral public—is that of music notation. 
y running his fingers over a sheet of Braille 
music a blind musician can follow any score 
from the simplest melody to the intricacies 
of an opera. 

Deprivation of sight seems in some way to 
develop a high musical sense, and there are 
to-day many examples of outstanding musical 
talent in the ranks of the blind. 

At the headquarters of the National Insti- 
tute for the Blind in London a great organ 
has been built—an exact replica of the organ 
at the Royal College of a Mbr en upon 
it blind students practice for the diplomas, 
the examination music being transcribed into 
Braille. At the present time there are more 
than 200 blind organists and choirmasters 
holding church posts in various parts of the 
country.

DECISION ON RETIRING AGE 


Delegates to the seventeenth annual con- 
ference of the Irish Local Government 
Officials’ Umon, which will bé held at the 
Dublin City Hall on Saturday (6th) next, 
will be asked to determine their union's 
attitude to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health’s circular letter. sug- 
gesting that Local Government officers shot 
retire at the age of 65 years. 

Senior counsel’s opinion on the letter has 
been sought by the Council of the Union, 
and, according to the annual report, the 
belief that the Minister’s powers and ex- 
pression were merely of viewpoint, and in no 
way mandatory on local authorities, was con- 
firmed. 

During the year, continues the report, re- 
course was had by the Dublin Corporation 
Branch to the aid of the National Executive 
of Congress regarding the appointment.of a 
borough surveyor to the Dublin Corpor tion. 
The National Executive while assisting the 
branch in its struggle for the maintenance of 
the principle of promotion—which was being 
disregarded—was not successful in the effort 
to support the branch. 

The Council had been hopeful that the 
Union’s proposals for amending the present 
superannuation code would receive attention. 
A letter had been forwarded to the Minister 
pointing out the long delay since the sub- 
mission of the proposals and the increasing 
need for the revision. The Minister had re- 
plied: “ It remains the Minister’s intention 
to deal with the matter as early as the 
exigencies of public business permit. . . .”’ 
The Council, adds the report, were glad to 
receive the Minister’s assurance, but were not 
satisfied that the bill could not have received 
some earlier attention from the Dail. The 
Council understood that it was unlikely that 
the bill would be introduced until the autumn 
session. : ;

“ YEARS BEHIND OTHER 
COUNTRIES ” 


‘‘Great Britain is many years behind other 
countries in the organisation of air ambulance 
work,” declared Mr. S. J. Noel-Brown, 
Assistant Surrey County Secretary for Air of 
the British Red Cross Society, when speaking 
at Wimbledon recently. —'' France, Svedin, 
Italy, Poland and the United States all have 
air ambulance organisations, but in this 
country we have practically nothing, and there 
is much to do if we are not to remain behind. 

“It is only now that one of the aircraft 
firms specialising in civil machines is com- 
pleting the first British machine to be built 
solely as a flying hospital. ~It will -enable 
valuable hours to be saved in the transport of 
sick and injured persons, as well as allowing 
them to be moved-under the most comfortable 
conditions; and even where the time factor 
does not mean the actual saving of life, it 
will avoid much pain and suffering. The 
new flying hospital will have not only com- 
plete medical nursing equipment, but will in- 
clude blood transfusion apparatus and an 
oxygen tent, 

‘In the formation of the air ambulance 
detachment. the British Red Cross Society has 
given a strong lead. The fighting services 
should equip their medical units with air 
ambulances, and on the civil side every muni- 
cipal authority possessing its own aerodrome 
should also have its own air ambulance unit.”’

TERRITORIES

The spring of 1936 is likely to go down in 
history, as one of the most important in the 
ek ge, and development of the North- 
Vest territories of Canada. 

For decades it has been known that huge 
mineral deposits existed in those little-charted 
areas, and a number of highly-prospering 
efforts have already been made to penetrate 
to rich lodes. Year by year the value of 
the metals won has been increasing, while 
the radium deposits on Great Bear Lake are 
adding an important quota. 

Now. however, under the jnspiration of the 
Hon T. A. Crerar, Minister gc se éis pre- 
arations are being made by numerous in- 
erests for the carrving out of an intensive 
rospecting programme, notably in the Yellow- 
cnife area and on the north and south shores 
of Great Slave Lake. 1n 1235, as part of the 
geological field: programme carried. out by 
the Department of Mines, 10,000 square miles 
were examined in areas overlapping those 
now being covered, and this summer the dis- 
coveries they have made will be further ex- 
ploited. 

One concern has already sunk .a shaft in 
the mining division of the Yellowknife; an- 
other holds eighteen claims on an island in 
the lake; a third has one hundred and twenty 
claims in the vicinity of Pine Point—how 
euphonious these northern names sound !— 
while other concerns have staked out any- 
thing from eighteen to one hundred and sixty- 
two plots. 

When it is considered that each mine will 
require its workers, its homes and its 
amenities of life one can appreciate the part 
which mineral exploitation is playing in the 
opening up of Canada and in the rolling north- 
ward of the area of settlement and civilisa-

PATRIOTISM AND BUSINESS 


Mr. LEMASS said that it was time 
that insufance Fhiann had been 
started by people whose motives were 
patriotic, and business Was secured to 
them by the use of the slogan, ‘‘ Support 
Irish Industry.” That slogah was a 
pond ohe, but if it was tised t6 secure 
yusitiess for a company that. was in- 
adlvent or to induce peoplé not in a pori- 
tion to ascertain theit financial standing 
to insure with them, it was a dishonest 
slogan, ahd one that could be used to 
trap and defraud. Thetefore, when they 
eame to consider the provisions of the 
bill they had got to leave patriotic eon- 
siderations aside and consider purely the 
business matters, which fhust be the 
Government 'a first concern. 
The. job of the Dail was not to make 
| things particularly easy for the insurance 

companiés. Their primary work was to pro- 
tect the people who had dealings with those 
companies. One of the fundamentals of the 
bill was that companies could not undertake 
both life and non-life business. That was 
an essetitial safeguard for the peonle effect- 
ing life assurance. Jt was the law in most 
European coutitries, and should be enacted 


here. 

Mr. DILLON said that any Trish com- 
panies of “which he had knowledge were 
solvent, and had no apology to make to the 
Minister for engaging in the business in 
which they were engaged. They had carried 


on their Various businesses in accord- 
ance with the strictest standards of 
réctitude. There might be companies 
to which that did not apply, but the 


rish companies he knew hed set up a higher 
standard than any of the foreign companies 
operating in the country: and it was not 
right that a note that all the Irish com- 
panies were insolvent wrecks should creep 
into the discussion. 

Mr. LEMASS—It is not suggested. 

Mr. DILLON said that it was the business 
of the Dail to look after insured people, 
but they should not allow anybody to draw 
the inference that the Irish companiés re- 
wired the continual stpervision of the 
overnment. In all countries there were 
solvent. and insolvent companies. and it was 
a gross injustice to the solvent compatifes 
in Ireland to lump them together with the 
insolvent concerns. 

The amendment was lost. 


DEFINITION OF “ POLICY ” 


On the- definition section, Mr. J. A. 
COSTELLO (U.L., Dublin Co.) said that the 
definition ó[ “policy” in the; bill Was too 
comprehensive.

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.1., Nat. Univ.) said

Mr. LEMASS said that former Acts gave 
power to effect, because of considerations of 
public policy, the atialgamation, acquisition, 
or elimination Of solvent concerns, cr concerns 
which were making profits and which could 
look forwartl to enjoying those profits with 
reasonable continuity, atid the employés of 
which had also reasonable security in 
their employment. That principle did not 
apply to the present measufe. Any compaty 
which was solvent afd carried on its busihess 
in stfict accordance With the provisions of 
this bill could not be interfered with by the 
Minister. 


INSOLVENT COMPANIES 


Did Deputy Lynch want the State to pro- 
vide pensions for the stafis of the companies 
which’ bécame insolvent’ If that prineiple 
was adopted the State would be equally 
obliged to compensate policy holders and other's 
who lost their money by reason of the failure 
of sich eompanies.

EARLY IRISH TRADE 


Among the many iiteresting facts told by 
the director and narrator, Anne Winifred 
Sniith, was that Tacitus, who flonrished in 
the first cehtury of the Christian Era, tells 
us that the ports of Ireland then were better 
knowh to tiérchants and tradérs than the 
ports of Britain. Brin's ships sailed the 
seven seas—the harbours of eight Irish fiorts 
were thick with masts flying évety kuowh 
flag. Galway was a greater port than Liver- 
pool, and second only to Lonion in shipping. 

From a manuscript dated the sixteenth vear 
of the téign of Heriry IV. we learn that the 
borts of Waterford, Cork, Kimsale, Youghal 
Limerick, Malahide, Rush, Carrigfergus, 
Howth and Wexford had their own merchant 
Íleéts. . 

In 1846 there were 19,883 fishifig véasels 
working out of Irish ports, giviig profitable 
oveupation to 93,000 ten and boys, At one 
time 20,000 foreign fishermen paid Custoths 
duties to the O’Sullivans for fishing hm teérri- 
torial waters; diso 300 Spanish boats paid 
dues to the O’Driscol!s for the same privilege. 
Law dfter law, however, stttick at the very 
existetité of Irish and American Colonial 
shipping, and Irish merchants were forbidden 
t6 use ships not built in England. Owing te 
these drasti¢ law’, by the year 1600 Ireland 
had as large a navy as Switzerland. In 1904 
the number of fishing boats had fallen to 
6,236. 

As early as the 15th century the Irish held 
two fairs a year at Brigés, whéfe they sold 
máiitles, sérgés, furs and skins. At one time 
there were 1,400 silk looms in Dublin alone. 
In 1685 the Huguenots fi. d from Francé aha 
settled in Dublin. Many Were skilléd weavers, 


Silt; however, was used in Ireland Jong 
before the Christian Era. In 1672 there 
Wére 6,600 blast furnaces in operation in 


Ireland, giving émployment to 25,000 workers. 

Dublir was once a great publishing centre, 
On the banks of the Liffey theré were Ofice 
40 paper mills; and in Dublin itself there 
were soite . 50 pants that supplied the 
American . Colonial trade almost exctitsively. 
Export duties, however. ‘closed down the mills 
and destroyed the trace.

MAN KILLED BY PIN 
FROM HORSE-BOX

Dr. Crone (Deputy Coroner) held an in- 
quest in London yesterday on Mr. Arthur 
Chalk, of Watford, Hertfordshire, who was 
killed when a railway carriage in which he 
was travelling to London was struck by a 
passing horse-box.

A long steel securing rod, which had been 
found on the floor of thé damaged carriage, 
Was producéd, and it was stated that it had 
been used to secuté the top door of the horse- 
box. Nothing wrong had been observed when 
the horsé-béx was ¢otipléed to the train at 
Willesden. 

Mr, R. B. Orange, for the L.M.8. Com- 
pany, said that aif ingtiiry would be held to 
discover what had happened.

Chalk’s death appeared to have been fracture 
of the skull, which could have been caused by 
a blow from a blunt instrument.

The question of roadmen who own land 
was again discussed at the Meath County 
Council to-day, when the County Surveyor 
réported that, among those employed, were : 
Two men with from 10 to 15 acres, eleven

£10 to £15, two men with £15 or over. 

Captain Jiles said that there. was no doubt 
that the unemployed roadmen had a genuine 
grievance. In the Dunshaughlin area there 
were men with from 20 to 25 acres on 
constant road ‘work, while other un- 
fortunate men with no land ot no 
work and had to support large families. 
He knew a number of gangers who were 
pitch-forked into their jobs, and could name 
one in particular who got a political push. 
Many of the men who got the land had it 
now let.on the eleven months system. There 
were a number of men, he was informed, 
victimised by these gangers, while some of 
the latter had to be brought into the public- 
he uses and “ mugged ” before men got work. 

Mrs. Murray said that the men who got 
land should get some time to work up their 
land before any action was taken. 

Mr. Tallon said that the information Mr. 
Jiles got was unduly exaggerated. He was 
not aware of any real abuses in his area, and 
if he did he would very soon see that it was 
ended. 

Mr. Macken asked was it right for a ganger 
to have his brother employed. 

The Chairman (Mr, Condon) said that it 
was most undesirable, and if such was the 
casa the County Surveyor would soon attend 
to it.

According to a report from a 
Japanese news agency, the Chinese Central 
Government at Nanking—one of the two 
“official” Governments in China—no 
longer is able to keep order, - The other 
authorities in South China are stated to 
have declared war upon it, and the report

Such an uprising would not be unexpected, 
because China is in a chronic condition 
of unrest, and neither Peiping nor 
Nanking have been able to exercise very 
much real control over bodies like the 
Kuomintang, or over the various bandit- 
generals who are the real rulers of the 
country. Yet the other version of the 
story seems more likely to be true. It 
states that the authorities in South China, 
disturbed at the recent events in the 
north, have, rallied round the Centra! 
Government, and are pledging their 
support if it should undertake a war 
against Japan. China hardly can be called 
a nation in the modern sense, but in all 
parts of the country where there is a 
national consciousness there is a growing 
fear of the results which last Friday's 
episode may bring. On that night a 
Japanese troop train was mined in North 
China, and the Chinese know from very 
bitter experience that Japan. will make 
the outrage an excuse for fresh demands 
upon their country. Manchukuo stops at 
the Great Wall, but Japan’s power does 
not end there, and already a great part 
of North China is under her influence. 
On every occasion when there was trouble 
she has turned it to her own advantage. 
and has put forward demands which the 
Peiping Government has been helpless to 
refuse. On every occasion it has meant 
that North China has come a little more 
under her control, and the Chinese are 
beginning to realise what the end may be. 
‘Feeding an enemy with territory, says 
the telegram from the South China 
authorities to the Nanking Government, 
** ig like feeding a fire with firewood,’’ and 
it urges that common cause should be 
made with the North in order to fight 
against the invader. China’s danger, 
indeed, is plain to be seen. The Man- 
churian war taught her that she can place 
no reliance on help from the League of 
Nations, and she has learned since that 
time that conciliation encourages Japan 
to tighten her grip. The only solution 
that suggests itself to her is war, but in 
reality it is no solution. China has proved 
that her soldiers can fight bravely, but 
also that they cannot keep the Japanese 
Army back. They are ill-equipped by com- 
parison with their enemies, and the fact 
that the country remains divided even in 
war time is no good guarantee of victory.

Travellers’ Tales 


It was Othello’s custom to speak at 
some length about antres vast and deserts 
idle, and he decorated his tale in -the 
conventional manner of his time’ When he 
described anthropophagi, men whose heads 
grew beneath their shoulders, dnd all the 
other remarkable sights that could be 
enjoyed by travellers abroad, we may be 
sure that Desdemona found nothing odd 
in the recital. Probably she had listened 
to travellers before; in any case she must 
have known well enough that they always 
encountered these things. Othello was on 
safe ground even when drawing on his 
imagination ; and, in fact, he would have 
run a far greater risk of being denounced 
as a fraud if he had kept to the strict 
truth. Any man who returned to Europe 
without a first-hand account of the appear 
ance of dragons and the habits of man 
drakes obviously was either an unobservant 
fool or an impostor, and he was more 
likely to be the latter. Yet, although the 
dragons and the mandrakes have disap- 
peared, their place has been taken in the 
traveller’s tale by facts which are true 
enough, though not «less astonishing. 
Could Othello, searching his mind for 
corroborative detail, have imagined any- 
thing more wildly grotesque than the 
statement that the Antarctic Ocean 
produced lemonade? Apparently the fact 
has been known for the last thirty years, 
and the Natural History Museum at South 
Kensington, becoming mildly curious about 
it at last, is trying to find out how 
the lemonade came there, and why. Citric 
acid, normally found only in plants, is the 
chief constituent of the drink, and in some 
mysterious way it exists at the bottom of 
the ocean, combined, inappropriately, 
with chalk. From the scientific point of 
view, the discovery is interesting enough ; 
but from every other point of view it is 
most disturbing. Has Othello—not to 
speak of Sir John Mandeville and all the 
rest—been done a grave injustice by 
posterity ?

that the accountant got out a table show-

The report details the insurances effected 
through various sources. and then deals 
with Mr. Bates’s instruction to his 
solicitor, Mr. Harold Eves, to obtain 
quotations and the question of rates for a 
ód. or 6d. rise in income tax. The report 
states:— | 

“Mr. Eves dehies having mentioned a 
rise of ód. at any time. For reasons 
which we give hereafter we are unable to 
accept Mr. Eves’s evidence, and,we think 
that the suggestion of a 3d. rise came from 
him. Mr. Eves, however, was only an in- 
termediary for Mr. Bates, and there is no 
reason why he should expect a ód. rise. 
We are, therefore. driven to the conclu- 
sion that the suggestion of 3d. must 
originally have come from Mr. Bates.” 

Regarding the insurances effected by 
Mr. Eves, which he said were £1,500 for 
Mr. Bates and £600 for Mr. Waterton, a 
financial agent and client of Mr. Eves, and 
Mr. Eves’s statement that Mr. Waterton 
instructed him to do £2,500 additional, “of 
which he placed £1,000, the Tribunal 
state. 

“We do not accept this story.. Un- 
doubtedly the sum of £3:100 was placed in 
the name of Mr. Harold Eves. The

‘“ Certain evidence was given by Dr. 
Hearn to the effect that Mr. Vergottis had 
asserted that he would get advance infor- 
mation as to the Budget through Mr. J. 
H. Thomas. Such evidence could not 
implicate anyone except Mr. Vergottis 
himself. It is, of course, in no sense evV1- 
dence against Mr. Bates or Mr. Thomas. 


“NOT CANDID” 


“ Mr. Bates himself was not, in our 
view, candid in his answers to the Tribunal 
—e.g., we think he plainly intended the 
Tribunal to understand that a calculation 
had been made by his accountants in 
March showing the effect on his income of 
a 6d. rise in income tax. The fact is that 
that calculation was not made until the 
4th May, after the Government had an- 
nounced their intention’ of appointing a 
Tribunal. 

“ Mr. Bates seems to have gone to all 
sources of insurance which occurred to 
him, viz., both his brokers, his solicitor 
and his bank. His bank and Messrs. 
Busby are clearly not implicated in any 
Budget leakage, and we are unanimously 
of opinion that Mr. L. M. Thomas neither 


knew nor suspected that Mr. Bates had 
any improper information of Budget 
secrets. 


“SUBJECT TO SUSPICION ” 


“ Mr. Eves stands in a different posi- 
tion. The evidence which he gave before 
the Tribunal was subject to suspicion at 
every point, He failed to disclose the pay- 
ment to him by Mr. Bates of the £393 15s. 
until it was discovered by the Tribunal in 
his cash~ book, thereby suppressing the 
fact that whatever arrangement may have 
been -made afterwards, the insurance. of 
£2,500 stated to have been ultimately taken 
out on Mr. Waterton’s behalf was 
originally paid for by Mr. Bates. 

‘“He stated that his brother had lent 
Mr. Waterton £750, and that by reason of 
this loan Mr. Waterton had the means of 
paying for the £2,500 insurance. In fact, 
the alleged loan was a mere book entry, 
which may have been made at any time. 
“We lay stress upon our disbelief in 
Mr. Eves’s story because he was Mr. 
Bates’s agent, and in our view his only 
source of information as to the likelihood 
of a rise in the rate of income tax was 
from Mr. Bates, and we cannot see any 
reason why he should be guilty of such 
prevarication and lack of candour, except 
a desire to protect his client and himself 
from the result of a disclosure of the 


truth.

A motion by Senator Visser that ‘‘ the 
activities of the League of Nations be 
limited to the interests of world peace and 
the application of pacifist measures ”’ 
provoked an interesting debate in the 
South African Senate to-day. 

In tue course of it General Hertzog (the 
Prime Minister) vigorously attacked the 
“accursed Treaty of Versailles,” which he 
described as the world’s greatest source of 
friction. 

Dr. Visser characterised the present 
League of Nations as functioning with the 
greatest hypocrisy, and being the mouth- 
piece of Britain, France and the U.S.S.R. 

General Hertzog, in an _ impressive 
speech, afirmed that, if the League had 
not existed, there would not have been one 
war, but a dozen wars. If it succeeded in 
getting over the present troubles, the 
League would ensure peace in the’ world 
for another fifty or a hundred years. 
Failure would mean that the big nations 
would become the masters and the small 
nations the servants, and would lead to 
the destruction of civilisation. 

The Prime Minister concluded: ‘‘ The 
League stands at the most critical time of 
its history, but I am convinced that it 
can only fail through the moral weakness 
of mankind.”’ Critics, he added, had con- 
demned the nations for not disarming, but 
this could not be said of Britain, because 
the one nation in the world which had done 
its best in this respect was Britain.

‘‘On the contrary we find that there was 
an unauthorised disclosure by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas to Sir Alfred Butt of information 
relating to the Budget-for the present 
year, and that use was made by Sir 
Alfred Butt of that information for the 
purpose of his private gain. 

** Finally the Tribunal declare that in 
their view there is no shred of evidence

SIR THOMAS PUTNAM 

Sir Thomas Putnam, the industrialist and 
racehorse owner, died at his home in Darting. 
ton, yesterday, aged seventy-four. For nearly 
forty years he was managing director of 
Darlington Forge, Lid., which has made 
castings for many great liners, including the 
Queen Mary. 

When the forge was taken over by the 
English Steei Corporation a few years ago 
Sir Thomas was invited to join the Beard, 
but declined, owing to his age and his desire 
to devote his time to the turf.

As a bird-lover, I thought that no man 
could give his wife. anything better. A 
similar request might come to you one day, 
and these notes are written with the ho 
that if ever such a thing does occur it will 
not leave you as it did this particular man, 
in a state of uncertainty as to what sort of 
bird to buy. 


FEET TELL AGE 


When buying a pet bird, especially a 
canary, always make sure it is a young bird. 
“Bat,” you will say, “how am I to know 
a young bird when I see one? It has no 
teeth to examine like a dog, and all canaries 
look alike, except that, perhaps, one has a 
longer body or a bunch of feathers on the 
top of its head.”’ 

All this is true; but one almost infallible 
guide is the bird’s feet. As a bird becomes 
older so do the scales on its legs become 
larger and coarser. In fact, there should be 
hardly any scale on a really young bird. 

Towards the end of June the season’s 
young birds will start to arrive in the pet 
shops. The first arrivals are from the Con- 
tinent. Then about the middle of July the 
English birds come along, and with the 
latter you will have a better and more varied 
selection. 

To me the colour of the bird would not 
matter, as long as it is a cock bird, and will 
sing; but some people have only to see a 
mark on a bird, and it is a mule or hybrid 
and not a canary. i 

They are, of course, quite wrong in assum- 
ing this, because such markings ate just 
one of the few remaining legacies left to our 
domesticated canary by the original wild 
specimens, which were a dirty 
green,
